There are around 7,000 troops 
in Iraq, mostly stationed in 
four provinces in the south 
around Basra. He 
revealed a mili- 
tary think-tank 
has been working 
on drawing out 
squaddies as 
contro] of the 
country returns 
to Iraqis. 


But he warned 
that clearing all 
troops out of Iraq 
would have 
serious conse- 
quences for Iraq.

He said: *By the end of next 
year I expect numbers for 
British forces in Iraq to be 
significantly lower by a matter 
of thousands. 

“T do not believe it is right to 
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give precise numbers nor to 
assume what the next 12 
months will hold. 

"The planning for this has 
been going on for some months 
and I have been asking our 
planners to look at all the 
options to make sure we do not 
ask a single extra soldier to 
remain in Iraq longer than is 
necessary." 

Tn the speech to the Chatham 
House international affairs 
think-tank, he 
suggested that as 
well as support 
for the army, the 
Iraqis may also 
require long-term 
assistance from 
the US-led coa- 
lition in building 
up a navy and air 
force. 

As Mr Browne 
spoke, opposition 
leader David 
Cameron was in 
southern Iraq on 
a “fact-finding” 
visit. 

Mr Cameron 
Browne said he was visit- 

ing Iraq “to look 
at the prospects for halting the 
terrible cycle of violence” - an 
issue which Mr Browne 
addressed in London. 

He said sectarian divisions in 
Iraq would not be resolved 
quickly, but argued that divid- 
ing the country into Sunni, 
Shiite and Kurdish divisions, 
while “seductive”, would 
destabilise the country further. 

"It ignores the lessons of 
Iraq's past, and has the poten- 
tial to reinforce sectarian 
tensions rather than resolving 
them," he said.
